New independent Claim 67 incorporates the elements of now cancelled Claims 39 
which was formerly directly dependent from now cancelled Claim 56. 

New dependent Claim 68 incorporates the elements of now cancelled Claim 40 
which was formerly directly dependent from now cancelled Claim 39 and indirectly 
dependent from now cancelled Claim 56. 

New dependent Claim 69 incorporates the elements of now cancelled Claim 41 
which was formerly directly dependent from now cancelled Claim 40, and indirectly 
dependent from now cancelled Claims 39 and 56. 

New independent Claim 70 incorporates the elements of now cancelled Claims 60 
which was formerly directly dependent from now cancelled Claim 56. 

New dependent Claim 71 incorporates the elements of now cancelled Claim 61 
which was formerly directly dependent from now cancelled Claim 60 and indirectly 
dependent from now cancelled Claim 56. 

All claims are believed to be in condition for allowance. Should the Examiner
